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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The affidavit filed on 3/27/2007 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 31 is sufficient to overcome the 
Beach reference (US 2004/0072588). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-4, 8-10, 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Beach (US 6,067,297, cited by examiner). 

As to claim 1 , Beach discloses a method of communication device initiated frame 
exchange every service interval comprising transmitting a polling message to an access 
point at least once per service interval, the polling message requesting a downlink traffic 
frame (see column 11 lines 33-54), and determining whether a valid downlink frame is 
received from the access point (see column 11 lines 51-54 which discloses the mobile 
terminal determines if all fragments of a given packet has been received; see also "Poll 
Tx retries" at column 12 lines 48-51). 

As to claim 2, see Beach, column 12 lines 7-13. 

As to claim 3, see Beach, column 2, lines 62-64; column 11 lines 49-54. 

As to claims 4, 9, see "Poll Tx retries" at column 12 lines 48-51 .

As to claim 8, Beach discloses a method of communication device initiated frame 
exchange comprising activating a transceiver of the communication device (see column 
2 lines 59-64; column 1 1 lines 33-54); initiating transmission of an uplink traffic frame to 
an access point (see column 11 lines 33-54); determining whether a valid response 
frame is received (see column 1 1 lines 51-54 which discloses the mobile terminal 
determines if all fragments of a given packet has been received; see also "Poll Tx 
retries" at column 12 lines 48-51); and when a valid response frame is received, 
deactivating the transceiver (column 1 1 lines 49-52). 

As to claim 10, Beach discloses method of communication device initiated frame 
exchange comprising receiving a polling message from a communication device, the 
polling message requesting transmission of a downlink traffic frame device (see column 
1 1 lines 33-54); and responding to the polling message by transmitting a downlink traffic 
frame to the communication device (see column 11 lines 33-54). 

As to claim 13, see Beach, column 12 lines 44-51. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 5-7, 11-12, 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Beach in view of Lu (US 2007/0054632 A1, cited by examiner). 

As to claims 5,11, Beach fails to disclose transmitting polling message along 
with data as claimed. Lu discloses transmitting polling message along with data (see 
table 1 at paragraph [0040]). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide the above teaching of Lu to Beach, 
in order to support handling multiple applications each having different resource needs 
(as suggested by Lu at paragraph [0040]). 

As to claim 6, since Beach does disclose "Poll Tx retries" at column 12 lines 48- 
51, Beach as modified by Lu would disclose the claimed limitations. 

As to claim 7, Beach as modified by Lu would disclose the claimed limitations 
(see Beach, column 12 lines 8-13 for "transmitting an acknowledgement" as claimed"; 
column 2 lines 59-64 and column 1 1 lines 49-54 for "deactivating a transceiver" as 
claimed). 

As to claim 12, Beach as modified by Lu would disclose the claimed limitations 
(see Beach, column 13 lines 1-4). 
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As to claim 14, Beach discloses method of communication device initiated frame 
exchange comprising receiving a polling message from a communication device, the 
polling message requesting transmission of a downlink traffic frame device (see column 
1 1 lines 33-54); and responding to the polling message by transmitting a downlink traffic 
frame to the communication device (see column 1 1 lines 33-54). Beach fails to disclose 
that the downlink traffic frame includes downlink traffic destined for the communication 
device and an acknowledgement of receipt of the polling message, as recited in the 
claim. Lu discloses that a traffic frame includes downlink traffic destined for the 
communication device and an acknowledgement of receipt of the polling message (see 
table 1 at paragraph [0040]). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one.of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide the above teaching of Lu to Beach, 
in order to support handling multiple applications each having different resource needs 
(as suggested by Lu at paragraph [0040]). 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-14 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Diepstraten (US 6,707,867 B2) discloses initiating frame exchange at a 
communication device.
